At the regular town coucil meet¬ 
ing Monday evening, a Dermlt In 
the amount of $8,000. was granted 
A. A. Dick of Calgary for the re¬ 
modelling and reconstruction of 
the McLaggan building, which he 
has purchased. 

Mr. Dick’s plans call for the re¬ 
novation of the building In ac¬ 
cordance with town by-laws, and 
work to be done includes the re¬ 
building of the interior, three 
coats of stucco on the exterior, 
complete new wiring, installation 
of oil or propane-fired steam heat¬ 
ing system and two sets of plumb¬ 
ing bn each floor.

Remembrance Day Here 


Service at Theatre; 
Wreaths Laid at 
Memorial Stone 

Remembrance Day in Vulcan, No¬ 
vember 11, was marked by a mem¬ 
orial service at the Vulcan Thea¬ 
tre and the laying of wreaths at 
the Memorial Stone in the Elks 
Memorial Park. 

Sponsored by the Vulcan Branch 
of the Canadian Legion, B.E.S.L., 
the II o'clock service in the thea¬ 
tre was conducted by Rev. E. A. 
Justice, Canadian Legion padre, 
and was well attended by residents 
of the town and district. 

A parade to the theatre from 
the Canadian Legion hall included 
members of the Legion, Vulcan 
Highlander Cadets, Boy Scouts and 
Wolf Cubs. Major C. R. Robson 
was in charge of the parade. 

The service opened with the 
singing of "O Canada” followed 
by the invocation, by Rev. Justice. 
Bugler D. W. Brooks sounded the 
"Last Post" and a two miutes si¬ 
lence was ended with the sound¬ 
ing of “Reveille.” 

The lesson, from Romans XII, 
was given by Rev. Peter Dawson, 
M.L.A., of Champion. 

Rev. Justice read the "In Mem- 
oriam" and this was followed by 
a beautifully sung vocal solo, “In 
Flanders Fields,” by Mrs. Lillian 
I-ancaster. accompanied by Mrs. 
W. W. Almond. Prayers for The 
King, for the Sick and suffering, 
for the Anxious and Bereaved and 
for the Peace of the World were 
read by Rev. V. S. Lord of the 
Sarcee Anglican Mission. Calgary, 
a former padre of the Canadian 
Legion, Vulcan. Prayers were fol¬ 
lowed by the singing of the hymn 
“O God Our Help in Ages Past." 

The address was given by Rev. 
Justice, who used examples from 
world history to stress the point 
that the ideals for which one gen¬ 
eration fought and gave their lives 
should be gaurderi carefully by the 
succeeding generation. “We be¬ 
lieve basically in our democratic 
institutions and way of life," said 
Mr. Justice, “it is we who are liv¬ 
ing today who"can make that way 
of life something to be proud of." 

The hymn “Rise up O Men of 
God" foltowed the address and the 
Benediction was given by Mr. J. 
R. Chapman. The service closed 
with "God Save the King.”

Following the memorial service, 
the parade, led by Major C. R. 
Robson. R.C.M.P. Cpl. Jack Hurst 
and Captain R. C. Munro. led the 
way to the Memorial Park. The 
Legion colors and the Union Jack 
were carried by Petty Officer A. 
G. Scott and Cpl. John Hunter and 
wreaths were laid by Flying Of¬

O. M. Roe and Sgt. Jim Kennedy, 
representing all three branches of 
the armed services.
